Oyster Bay, N. Y.., September !2.—<After 
mature consideration and consultation in 
person and by mail with members of 
both the senate and the house of repre- 
Sentatives, President Roosevelt has 
abdandoned the suggestion that congress 
be called into extraordinary session in 
October. The extraordinary’ session, 
which he announced many months ago 
Would be held this fall, will be called, 
according to present plans, to mect on 
November 9, which was the date tenta- 
tively fixed some time ago. It is not 
expected that the formal call for the ses- 
sion will be issued unt!! after the presi- 
dent shall have returned to Washington. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the sug- 
Bestion of an October session of con- 
Sress came from prominent’ senators 
who warmly advocated its adoption, the 
proposition was not received with favor 
by members of congress generally. The 
idea of a session in October was opposed 
particularly because it would oblige sen- 
ators and representatives to leave their 
etates and districts in the midst of a 
campaign which to many of them and 
their party was of vital importance. 

No definite agreement yet has been 
reached as to the character of the finan- 
cial legigiatian which may be enacted at 
the approaching session of congress.

4. The canal company to be permitted 
to transfer Its right an@ property on pay- 
ment of $10,000,000 to the government of 
Colombia, 

9. Authority to be gfven for the presi- 
dent of Colombia to make the following 
concessions and coyditions: 

Lease of the canal zone for 100 years, 
not including therein the cities of Pana- 
ma and Colon. Annual renta) therefor 
untl! 1967 to be $150,000. Lease renew. 
able every hundred years, with increase 
of 25 per centum in the renta] for each 
succeeding !00-year period. Neutrality 
of the canal and recognition of the Co- 
lombian sovereignty over the whole ter- 
ritory and the inhabitants thereof. rixed 
tribunals only in the canal zone. Police 
and sanitary committees to be exclusively 
Colombian. <A time limit to be fixed for 
the completion of the canai and works. 

6. Colombia to receive from the coOn- 
tracting government $20,009,000 on the 
exchange of ratification of the treaty. 

7. Regulations to be made fixing condi- 
tions of purchase of private company 
(property). Mr. Beaupre adds that the 
debates upon the reported ill were to 
begin on Monday, September 7.

“When you and I look back over the 
country, over which we have passed, 
what a field of slaughter does it exhibft!

Amputation at the hip joint. one of the 
most delicate, dangerous and difficult 
operations known to modern. surgery, 
will be effected tomorraw morning at the 
tity hospital, Otho Perkins, an Augusta 
lad of 15 years, being the victim. 

A sad, pathetic story surrounds young 
Perkins, whose short life has been filled 
with accidents, surgeons, physicians and 
general hard, bad luck, more of it than 
usually comes to the lot of ordinary man 
who reaches ripe old age. 

When five years o]j the lad fel] and 
broke his left leg. Two years later that 
Same limb was fractured again and the 
Dreak was one of the worst recorded in 
Augusta, where he was attended by the 
dest surgeons. 

When Perkins was 
had scarlet fever and lost one eye. 
consequence. As he was 
he feli and broke his left le 
third time. 

A month ago the lad went to Gordon 
to visit an aunt. Two weeks ago he 
cropped through a bridge at that place, 
and in the fall drove a large splinter 
into the right knee joint. The wound 
Was an ugly one, and in a few days the 
bcne became affected. 

Last week Drs. Lee and Butts, of Gor- 
Ocn, decided that putefaction of the 
bone had set in and that amputation 
Was absolutely necessary to save the 
boy’s life. His parents were notified and 
went to Gordon at once. This afternoon 
the father, mother and aunt, with Drs. 
Lee and Butts, brought the boy to Ma- 
con. 

At the city hospital tonight Drs. El- 
der, Williams, Winship and Derry joined 
the Gordon surgeons in close examina- 
tion and operation was determined upon. 
The surgeons will start to work at 10 
© clock. Being dangerous and difficult, 
it will require some time to amputate. 

The chances are altogether against the 
lad’s recovery.

Suit Against a Sheriff.

E. F. Hahn, by his attorney, R. Douglas 
Feagin, of this city, this afternoon filed 
suit in the United States court for the 
southern district of Florida at Jackson-

His sufferings’ were frightful, but «his 
orders were obeyed te the letter and the 
medicines he had braught with him were 
administered faithfully affd the progress 


to be worth from $25,000 to $30,000- and 
he will readily pay the fine and secure 
his release. ’ 

Gilbert was convicted of ear breaking 
and robbing freight cars on the Plant 
system at Waycross, now the Atlantic 
Coast Tine, and the jury recommended 
that he be panished as for a misdemeanor, 
The judge before whom he was tried, 
ignored this recommendation and sen- 
tenced him to 4 vears in the penitentiary. 
The supreme court was divided on the 
question as to whether this was ground 
for a new trial, but by a majority vote 
affirmed the sentence. 

Gilbert then sought to secure from the 
prison commission a recommendation that 
his sentence be changed to the maximum 
given in misdemeanor cases, as 
he was amply able to pay a fine of $1,000. 
The commission declined this petition last 
Apri} and Gilbert to the peniten- 
tiary, where he has since been, 

A second petition for commutation of 
sentence was then filed and two or three 
days ago this was argued before the com- 
mission by -Messrs. Little & Battle, of 
Columbus, representing Gilbert, while So- 
licitor General John W. Bennett appeared 
on the other side and made a strong ar- 
gument against favorable action as he did 
on the first hearing, though 
of the fine goes to him under the law.

A Vagrancy Case. 

It will be interesting to note the fact 
that the commission acted on the case 
of a person convicted under the new Cal- 
vin vagrancy law, passed at the recent 
session of the general assembly. Clara 
Johnson was found guilty in Bibb county 
of vagrancy a few days ago, and sentene- 
ed to pay a fine of $125 or serve ten 
months on the chaingang. Subsequent 
to her arrest for vagrancy she was mar- 
ried, and it was shown that her husband 
was able and willing to pay a fine of $75, 
The commission commuted the sentence 
to this extent, and this action received the 
governor's approval. 

John R. Jones was convicted in the 
city court of Atlanta of stealing gas from 
the Atlanta Gas Company.

oced Professor Andrew Sledd, 
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Emory College, Oxford, Ga., September 
12.—(Special.)—Dr. Edward K. Turner, 
who has been elected to the chair of Latin 
in Emory college to succeed Professor 
Andrew Sledd, is the son of Rev. E. M. 
Turner, of the Alabama conference. 

He was born December 4, |871, at Push- 


He was graduated from Southern unt- 
versity, Greensboro, Ala., in 1890 with the 
degree of bachelor of arts, and was there- 
upon elected tutor in classics at his alma 
mater, and received from her in 1892 the 
degree of master of arts. He then enter- 
ed upon graduate work in Vanderbilt uni- 
versity and spent two years under Pro- 
fessors Kirkland, Smith, Hohlfeld and 
Tolman, completing the resident work for 
the degree of doctor of philosophy and 
having the degree of master of arts con- 
ferred upon him by Vanderbilt university. 

Dr. Turner was then elected to the chair 
of ancient languages in Southern univer- 
sity, and asked for two years’ leave of 
absence on partial pay, which was grant- 
ed, and he spent the time Studying in Eu- 
rope, traveling in Italy and Greece, and 
attending the universities of Halle-Wit- 
tenberg, Leipzig and Berlin. He took the 
degree of doctor of philosophy with the 
worid-renowned Friedrich Blass. 

During his stay in Italy he 


had the 


honor of being a member of an archaeo- 


logical excursion conducted by Dr. Dorpe 
feild, the head of the German Archaeologe 
ical institute at Athens. . 

Upon his return to America~he was 
elected to the chair of Greek in South- 
ern university, which position he heid 
for two years when he was elected to the 
department of Latin language gpd liter- 
ature in Emory college.

It will be remembered in this connec- 
tion that Mr. Northen has not only been 
a close and careful student of the cntire 
Subject, but was pertinently, if not per- 
Sonally, responsible for the introduction 
of the anti-iynching legislation during his 
term of office which still presents the 
legal side of the matter in the state 
Statutes of Georgia.

was agreed that absolute security would 
be effected by some additional legisla- 
tion. Hon. Warner Hill, chairman of 
this committee, was selected t6 frame 
such statute, and it parsed both houses 
without a dissenting vote. This statute 
authorizes the sheriff or other officers in 
charge to suppress mob violence by ar- 
resting the parties so engaged and placing 
them in tne common jail to be dealt with 
as the law directs; it declares that any 
citizen engaged in mobbing or lynching 
is guilty of felony and on conviction to 
be punished by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary; and should death result from 
such mob violence the pean what 
said death shall be subject to imMlictment 
and tria) for murder. The statute fur- 
ther provides that the sheriff shall be 
punished for failure to do his duty. The 
law gives the sheriff authority to sum- 
mon to his aid, with arms, any number 
of citizens he may need to suppress the 
mob, and to take human life, if it be nec- 
essary to enforce the law. 

“When this bill became law I sent @ 
copy to each sheriff in the state, accom- 
paniéd by the following letter: 

“ ‘State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, Ga., December 19, 1893.— 
My Dear Sir: I inclose you herewith 
copy of bill introduced by Hon, Warner 
Hill, passed unanimously by the recent 
genera] assembly, and approved this. day. 

‘*I send you the bill thus early that 
you may at once know its provisions and 
that | may apprise you of the authority 
given you in the act as well as the re- 
sponsibility now put upon you to pre- 
serve the peace and honor of the state. 

“~The general assembly, by unanimous 
action. has pronounced death by mob vio- 
lence murder, and declared that all citi- 
zens who become parties thereto are sub- 
ject to indictment and trial] under such 
charge. You will observe, further, that 
the act not only authorizes you to sum- 
mon to your aid any and all the citizens

nor Northen shows that the problem is 
already well advanced toward a peaceful 
and satisfactory settlement in a better 
understanding between the two races. 

While he opposes lynching and mob 
violence from any standpoint, he seems 
to almost deplom the fact that there is 
not sOme greater punishment for the 
crime of rape than the sentence of death, 
which the law provides. He criticises, 
too, the unscrupulous press in painting a 
reign of lawlessness and carnage. re- 
gardiess of facts that furnishes erroneous 
impressions that are quickly grasped by 
the newWpapers of the north and. re- 
printed to show tkat the south Is still 
Grappling with a problem that makes a 
visit to Dixie land a trip attended with 
jeopardy while the erection of a home 
In the southland demands little less than 
military protection. 

When approached by a representative 
of The Constitution ex-Governor Northen 
said that he had kept up with the dis- 
cussions of the matter as they have ap- 
peared in the newspapers. He was 
strongly of the opinion that no constd- 
erable portion of the people of the south 
were in favor of mob violence or lynch 
law, while so far as Georgla is con- 
cerned, he said that he could state au- 
thoritatively that the sentiment was in 
favor of allowing the law to take its 
course in the settlement of justice. 


People Opposed Mob Law. 

Continuing he sald: 

“If you will pardon the personal refer- 
ence, let me say, during my administra- 
tion I had occasion to make very thor- 
ough official investigation, that fully sat- 
isfied me that the people of this state, 
as a body, were in the fullest sympathy 
with the administration wf the law and 
that they were ready to uphold it at any 
and al} hazard, whatever the nature of 
the crime demanding punishment.” 

In further proof of his confidence {!t« 
the people he said: 

“When I left the capitol I left on file 
a mass of correspondence covering, to 
my satisfaction, the position of the peo- 
ple in this state on mob violence and 
lynching. Taking as the starting point, 
I filed the admirable essay by the then 
distinguished chief justice uf the supreme 
court, as read before the State Bar As- 
sociation, pleading for the maintenance 
of the law and the authority of the 
courts in the prosecution of criminals 
and the punishments for crime, whatever 
the violation and however damnable the 
outrage. The courts. he proclaimed, are 
sufficient and he _ inveighed strongly 
against the fury and the wreck of a 
maddened mob. 

“Apprehending that I might have oe- 
casion to enforce the observance of the 
law in the suppression of a mob, I a4- 
dressed letters to the daily newspapers 
in the state to know whether I would be 
supported in the policy. From every 
daily. paper I received not only favorable 
réplies, but in each case the statements 
were very strongly put.’” 

“Y then addressed letters to each ona 
‘of the superior court judges ang the so- 
licitors general of the several courts, to 
khow whether or not they were itn sym- 
pathy with the sentiments of the distin- 
guished chief justice as expressed tn the 
essay tO which I have alluded. To a man 
I found them to be just as strong. 

“Following the matter further, I wrote 
té the sheriffs over the state and I found 
them ready to support the law to the 
fullest extent of their atuhority. 

“All this correspondence I left on file 
at the capitol, attesting the loyalty of 
the officers of the state to the majesty of 
the law. 

Legislature i’assed Same. 

"When the genera] assembly met I had 
conference with prominent members of 
the judiciary cornmittee as to the suffi-

‘'The act. therefore, compels both the 
citizen and the officer to discharge their 
duties under penalty of the law. 

‘The honor of the state, as far as your 
jurisdiction extends, is now in your hands, 
and I shall watch with great interest 
the outcome of this new legislation. 

‘“*Your strong letter, received some 
months ago, assuring me of your de- 
termined purpose to aid in suppressing 
lawlessness. has .had much to do with 
the passage of this bill, ang I am con- 
strained to believe you will do your whole 
duty and that mob law in Georgia is 


now at an end. , 
“Ww. J. NORTHEN, Governor. 


‘TIT have given you these facts to demon-: 
strate three things: 

“!. That every court officer {ts fully 
ready to do his full duty in the enforce- 
ment of the law. 

‘2. That the machinery of the courts is 
sufficient to punish adequately and fully, 
ac provided by law, every crime pussible 
to human villainy. , 

‘3. That the sentiment of the people in 
this state is strongly agairpst mop vio- 
lence, especially as expressed in lynch- 
ing. If this were not true, the newspa- 
pers in the state would not have given 
to me the expressions stated to you a) 
moment ago. If it were not true, the bill 
that became law would not have passed 
the general assembly of the state with- 
out a dissenting vote. The lawmakers 
represented the people, and they put the 
views of the people into state enactment. 
The sentiment of the people of this state 
is unquestionably against mob violence 
and tynching. 

In answer to the question as to whether 
or not there had been lynchings since the 
enactment of that law, he replied: ° 

“Yes, and there have been in this state 
and every other state violations of every 
criminal law in the code, but that does 
not indicate that the people are not pro- 
nounced against such iniquities. The 
question to which I am making reply is: 
Does any considerable portion of the peo- 
ple at the south favor mob violence or 
lynch law?’ 


Police the Remedy. 


Asked to suggest some remedy, the ex- 
governor continued: 

“T believe the people in the rural dis- 
tricts are as much entitled to police pro- 
tection as the people In the citfes. I do 
not make the suggestion because of the 
presence of the negroes any more than I 
would make the suggestion to the cities 
because of their absence, but on genefal 
conditions that demand protection. Every 
county in this state and in every other 
state, north or south, should have a po- 
lice forae effictent and active. The sheriff 
should be chief of such county police, and 
see that they are vigilant. This will not 
only largely eliminate the little remain- 
ing spirit there is still among our people 
‘to deal summary vengeance upon out- 
laws, but it would furnish such protection 
as to prevent crimes of all kinds 
in the rural sections. It is well 
to say, as you have, doubtless, 
observed, that there has been not only 
less occasion for mob violence because 
of assaults, but that the people have 
more generally refrained from vlolence 
and awaited action by the courts. The 
relations between the races are not so 
antagonistic as formerly, but far more 
cooperative. To believe this, you have 
only to recall the conditions that existed 
soon after the war when the ku-klux 
were believed to be necessary to the safe- 
ty of the people. After these, came the 
vigilance cgmmittees, and now, if we had 
the county police, regulated by law, the 
situation would be largely, if not com- 
pletely, met. 

‘Next, I would be glad to seé the sher- 
iffs devote one entire session of théir 
state convention to the discussion of 
matters pertaining to their duties in sub- 
duing mobs and enforcing the law. Such 
discussion will not only bring helpful 
suggestions to officerg of the law, but if 
wil) tend to create most healthful public 
opinion and establish authority.” 

“The great objection, as stated often- 
times, is the necessity for the presence of 
the outraged victim before the court dur- 
ing the tria] of the aljeged outlaw. To 
remedy this, 1 call your attention to a 
provision of the code of 1882, section 4663, 
as follows: 

“‘It shall be the duty of the judges 
of the superior courts tg make a special 
report annually to the governor of this; 
state previous to the méeting of the gen- 
eral assembly, and by him to be submit- 
ted to the legislature, of all such defects, 
omissions or imperfections in this code, 
as experience on their geveral circults may 
suggest.’ Surely, the judiciary of the 
state can suggest some enactment that 
will meet the demands of the case and 
prevent the humiliation complained of in 
case of court trial. 


Georgia’s Fine Civilization. 


“After having expressed myself thus far 
at your request, may I now be allowed 
to say there has been a good deal of 
morbid ang extravagant statement about 
conditions at the south upon the subject 


of outrages and lynchings. There ig not. 
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of your county, in your efforts to suppress 
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a better civilization in any state or sec- 
tion in this union than in Georgia, and 
at the south. I have livéd here all my 
life, and I have been al] over the United 
States, and I have yet to find a place-for 
which I would exchange a home in Geor- 
gia or at the south. I have lived among 
negroes all my life, and, like the distin- 
guished bishop, I do not want to live 
where there are none. I wil] trust them 
in every relation far more confidently 
than I would the mongrel population of 
se!lf-announced socialists, ans*@hists and 
outlaws, who do the menial service of 
Other sections. We do not want to de- 
port the negroes. We could not if we so 
desired. How can you force 10,000,000, 
of people to leave the country, when they 
exercise the same civil rights as are ac- 
corded to you? If they cgnsented to go. 
where is the country accessible in which 
they would be more acceptable than to 
you? Who would receive them, if you 
cast them off? They now have to their 
credit upon the tax books more than a 
half billion dollars worth of property. 
Who would buy at the prices they would, 
later, demand for their holdings? If 
these conditions were all met, the ex- 
pense of transportation would burden the 
government >beyond recovery in its most 
Prosperous days. Who would buy for 
them their furnighings and the lands upon 
which they must settle? 

‘The negro furnishes almost exclusive- 
ly the farm labor at the south. If all 
Other possible conditions could be met 
satisfactorily their leaving in a body or 
gradually would paralyze the agricul- 
tural conditions at the south beyond re- 
covery for three generations. Let it be 
understood that the negroes are here to 
Stay, and we are going to see what they 
behave themselves or punish them with 
the extreme penalty of the law when thev 


deserve and give them fullest credit when | 


their conduct so demands. 

“The better classes of the negroes have 
ehow themselves quite as*much in favor 
of the death penalty for the outlaws of 
their race who ¢cOmmit assaults as are 
the white people themsélves. There is 
No longer that disposition to conceal and 
protect these criminals against full and 
proper punishment. When this punish- 
ment is administered uniformly by due 
process of law and not by the bailbarous 


| burnings by the mob, you wil) find the 


most active cooperation on their part 
in bringing the criminal to the tribunal 
designated to punish crime, 

Races Are at Harmony. 

“For all these years I have had occa- 
sion to watch closely the relations be- 
tween the races in this state, and I say 
to you, most positively, there has not 
been a time since the war when We Were 
more in harmony than we are today. 

“Have you not observed that a great 
deal of misinformation & given to the 
press and scattered over the country to 
the great damage of our honor as ae state 
and our best material interests? A case 
in point occurred only a short time since 
when we were told that a white man 
and a negro had committed an outrage on 
an old white woman in one of Our lower 
counties and that both these outlaws had 
been promptly lynched. The next day 
we were told the outrages had not been 
committed, and, of course, the lynching 
had not taken place. Again, We con- 
stantly see something like this: ‘A vil- 
lainous negro committed fearful crime 
in this community yesterday and he is 
being pursued by an infuriated crowd of 
men. He will be lynched as soon as cap- 
tured.’ Why not wait until the lynch- 
ing occurs? There seéms to be 4 morbid 
appetite on the part of some correspond- 
énts and some newspapers that are afraid 
of being ‘scooped’ and it is gratified to 
the great damage of our civilization and 
the honor of the state. 

“There is no crime known to me more 
villainous and damning than the one un- 
named. If there were punishment great- 
er than death 


due process of law before the courts, 
but I protest now, as I have for all these 
years, against mob law and lynching. 
Our law properly pronounces such bru- 
tality murder and no crime, however 
heinous, can justify it. I have shown 
you that our people do not countenance 
it and any statement to the 
is untrue. 
idle negroes to work and the better 
negroes are helping to this end. Vice 
and crime have greatly decreased among 
them and. we are practically free from 
trouble. Let us stop the continued abuse 
of the negro and rather help him to be 
usefu] to himself and to the community. 
Commend him freely and generously and 
publicly, if you will, when he does well 
and punish him severely in the courts 
when he is vicious and let that be the 
end of it. We have no occasion for a 
constant crying out. We have peace and 
abundant prosperity. Just let us say SO. 
publish the crimes of the people if it is 
best, but let us be Sure they have been 
committed before we say s0o.,’’

The number of convicts to which each 
county making application is entitled 
was arrived at by dividing the popula- 
tion of the state, about 2.220.000, by 
2050. the number of able bodied con- 
victs in the penitentiary. This gives one 
convict to a little more than 900 of popu- 
lation, so that a county, say 
inhk&bitants, would be entitled 
convicts.

Pulaski county has-been reported as 
having withdrawn its request for felony 
convicts, but the prison commission has 
received no notice of this. 

Good Price Is Expected. 

With a good demand for nearly 600 
more convicts than will be available, the 
state will get a handsome pri¢e for the 
men that aré to be leased. The new 
act fixes a minimum limit of $175 a 
year, but the bids will undoubtedly go 
a good dea] higher than this. 

It is understood that several tentative 
offers have already been made to the 
prison commission, all of them above the 
minimum price, the highest of these being 
about $202 a year, each for 200 or 300 
men. It is expected the bids will be 
even higher than this, since it is said 
the lessees can afford to pay as high as 
$240 a year for convicts before it would 
become profitable to them to employ 
free labor. 

The indications are that the gross 
revenue to the state will he between 
$300,000 and $325,000, and the expenses 
of the penitentiary system are about 
$100,000. This will leave more than 
$200,000 for the state school fund, as 
against about $85,000 which it has been 
receiving heretofore. This fund wiil be 
distributed, of course, among those coun- 
ties which do not take their proportion 
of the convicts for work on the public 
roads. 

There is nothing whatever new in the 
fact that those counties which take their 
proportion of the convicts will not re- 
ceive any of the convict hire for school 
purposes. It was on this ground prin- 
cipally that the strong fight was made 
against any change in the present sys- 
tem when the measure was under con- 
sideration in the house of representatives. 

In the case of Fulton county, for {in- 
stance, the employment of 106 felony 
convicts will mean a Toss to the county 
schoo] fund of about $16,000 a year, as 
it is thought the convicts will yield about 
$150 net.

Referring to iron and steel conditions 
in the south, President Williams, of the 
Seaboard Air Line, who has just re- 
turned from Eirmingham, said: 

“I doubt that you will see much, if 
any, lower prices for pig iron. I think 
we are at present having a readjustment 
because suprly has overtaken demand 
and a modification is necessary in order 
to reet new conditiors. But if the price 
of pig iron were to go much lower many 
of the furnaces would shut down. This 
would cause a gradual ‘ecrease in the 
supply and the situation would right 
itself autorratically. With high wages I 
think the price of iron Is low enough 
if the furnaces gre to be allowed to make 
a reasonable profit. In former years, 
with cheap labor it was possible to turn 
out iron congsy@erably cheaper, but every- 
thing connected with man:tfacturing now 
cists more and they must realize better 
prices. I think the southern furnaces can 
stand reducticn of pig iron longer than 
the northern ones can.”’ 

Ag bearing on the future of the steel 
industry, a well known tron man ex- 
pressed the opinion this week that there 
would be no, such setback as Andrew 
Carnegie’s description of the steel trade 
indicated—mamely. that it was-either 
prince or pauper, Said this authority: 

“The growth and expansion of _ the 
country is so great, particularly in, the 
cities, that you will find the demand for 
structyral steel for one thing, in connec- 


tion with the large office buildings and 
will be enormous for . 


other structures, 
a long time to come. This embraces a 
jarge part of the material turned out by 
the steel companies. The same thing 
is true of agricultural implements. Rall- 
roads. of course, will reduce their éxpen-' 
ditures for tron and steel when they see 
signs of contraction in traffic, but they 
have not done this to any great ex- 
tent so far. They have, however, called 
off many projected improvements and 
less ig now heard about building of new

ests. This was denied by President Wi}l- 
Hams, but it has been repeated by vari- 
ous people, who claim have good 
sources of information. One close to the 
Seaboard management said that as he 
understood It. details remain to 
be carried out. He would not admit that 
this involved any change In the price, 
which was announced at the time of the 
deal to be 20 for the common and 40 for 
the preferred, in the case of the largest 
block of sto#« taken over. 

That there may have been a demand 
that the price be reduced is believed in 
some quarpters since they claim to have 
discovered this week that the Goulds did 
not make a bid for the Seaboard system, 
in. competition with the Rock Island. 
Frisco people. If this assumption is cor- 
rect the latter were the only ones in the 
field and they cuould dictate better terms. 
The Gould lines do not extend east of the 
Mississippi river. If Mr. Gould had 
bought the Seaboard he would have. had 
to build from the river into Birmingham 
in order to connect with the latter road, 
whereas the Frisco system has its own 
line into the Southern steel center. Ap- 
parently, Mr. Gould saw objections to 
building new lines into territory already 
wel] occupied. The question was asked 
today whether the capitalists who had a. 
lot of Seaboard stock for sale made the 
Rock Island interests believe that others 
(Mr. Gould, for instance) were after it, 
for the purpose of heiping the sale along. 
Future developments will be watched with 
interest.

Fardon Read f Governor 
Reckham Is Reviewed 


Belknap, Reputlican Candidate for 
Governor, Makes a Fierce At- 
tack on His Democratic Op- 
ponent — Blames Beck- 
ham for Lawlessness. 


Munfordville, Ky., September 12.—In 
the presence of severa] thousand people, 
the republican state campaign was opened 
here today by Colonel Morris B. Belknap, 
candidate for governor. The party lead- 
era were in attendance and other candi- 
dates on the state ticket delivered short 
addresses. Special traing prought large 
crowds from nearoby cities. 

Colonel Belknap’s speech dealt mainly 
with the pardon record of Governor Beck- 
ham, which he asserted was in the main 
responsible for the lawless conditions 
prevailing in Breathitt and other coun- 
ties. He dealt also with the memorabl:

Beautiful Fall Hats 
To Be Seen at Hotse Show 


HE date of the horse show fixed as 
ij it is in early October necessitates 

an early season in ‘‘trade’’ as in “Bo- 
ciety,” and already modistes and mil- 
liners are busy with their orders, and 
fashionable women are eagerly scanning 
fashion letters, packages of samples, and 
pictures in vogue, and similar publica- 
tions.

ig fodder-pulling time in Georgia, 
and that means a time for potato cus- 
tards to begin and fried chicken to be 
plentiful, and the hams that were stored 
away for the big meeting are now brought 
out, for the corn crop is geod, so good 
that every farmer rejoices in spite of the 
heat and the bad prospects for cotton. 
We went over to Gwinnett last week 
and took in the Opening of the court at 
Lawrenceville, watched the horse-swap- 
ring az it is seen in but few place3 today. 
The whole horse-swapping process as it 
eccurs there is more like old times than 
anything that can be found. It is amusing 
all the time and often borders on the pa- 
thetic when a fellow gets a horse that 
is so different to what he expected to 
find. Of all the amusing things the kicking 
horse is the hardest customer of al] the 
swappers. An old, innocént-looking mule 
or horse, tied up to a post, turns out to be 
a terror when you have swapped and go 
to take possession. He may be docile 
enough till you go to put him between the 
shafte and then turn to cutting up fully 
the equal of any of the trick mules of the 
cireus. We watched one old gray that 
stood as innocent as could be till they 
went to put the crupper under the tail 
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and then the kicking began, and never 4 
circus mule did we ever see that could 
half way equa) the antics. As he kicked 
he backed and the sides of houses, posts, 
vehicles, other animals and the swappers 
themselves caught a lick and it looked like 
that he would kill everything on the 
ground and then kick his own foo! self 
to death. It is worth a trip over to Gwin- 
nett county just to see these horse-swap- 
pers. 

But horse-swapping is not all you see 
or become impressed with. It is a place 
to see the true Georgians—the ‘‘Crackers,”’ 
if you pléase—and if those people who 
start out to study our southern sections 
fail to visit Gwinnett they have lost much 
that is pleasing in the old southern char- 
acter and the sight of a fine country also. 
The bloom of health, the crystal] streams, 
the rolling hills and shady vales will sug- 
gest to the observing stranger that the 
erroneoveness of the impressions o2f 
the south being a fit place 
for chills, fevers and so on. An intelligent 
northern traveler to me Once said that 
he expected to find Georgia a sort of 
frog pond, and the people with sallow 
cheeks and wasted forms—also ignorance 
and a ku-klux spirit. Gwinnétt county 
will do away with all such notions the 
most completely of any county south of 
the line, and yet it retaing the old cus- 
toms and is the best preserved from the 
hand of progress of any section we know. 
The roads have not been graded as the 
roads of some counties and you cross the 


branches and creeks just as we used to | 


before the days of fills and grades. I know 


that a good graded road has a whole lot 
to its credit, but the roads of Gwinnett 
are a delight all the way through and all 
the time. A horse can get water from a 
branch a plenty good for people to drink 
and grapes and muscadines cluster just as 
they used to cluster and the gathering of 
these is one of the delights of a trip to 
Gwinnett. 

I really think that the town of Law- 
renceville hag more of the ‘‘old south’’ in 
it today than any town of Georgia, and 
this means a dignity, a culture and a 
hospitality that is always charming and 
very often a great convenience to strang- 
ers traveling. The country homes of the 
south were just the charming things that 
they should have been and the homes of 
Lawrenceville stand as reminders of 
these. One meets there a few of the 
breed known as the “old-time southern 
gentleman,” and the sample is splendid. 
It does not disturb these homes for trav- 
elers to happen upon them. Just ag it 
was all over the south before the war, 
there ig nothing thought of seeing four 
or five vehicles, as many horses and more 
people. There is just such abundance 
at these homes that it does not set them 
back a bit to feed horses and entertain 
people. These sights in Gwinnett ex- 
plode the thought that it was slavery 
that gave such an appearance of both 
hospitality and abundance. There has 
always been a notion in my head that 
the negro cost fully as much in slavery 
as he does now.

A peculiar 
preservation of these old farm houses 
seem to pertain more in Gwinnett than 
in any county north from there, and if 
brainy men—men like the old southern- 
ers—will turn their capital and energy to 
Geor- 
gia would outstrip its present status to 
such an extent that it would be a sur- 
prise as well as a blessing. Our war 
ended with everything demoralized and 
the old men broke down in energy and 
went away from the old plantations and 
the homes left there went to decay. These 
grand old country homes are better pre- 
served in Gwinnett.

The story of all this destruction 
can be learned better in Gwinnett than 
here in DeKalb—like the preservation of 
other things, they have preserved this 
memcry of Jackson's visit .better than 
We have here. In coming back we trav- 
eled over the very country where these 
settlers had made themselves homés and 
found that very little was preserved of 
the story of the eviction. There hak’ been 
an old cannon preserved here in Decatur, 
which we have learned is a relic of Jack-' 
son’s visit. When DeKalb county was 
eventually opened to the whites this old 
cannon was found over near the Gwinnett 
line and brought here to Decatur, and it 
lay for years, longer than the memory 
age any now living goeth back. In re- 
cent years this old cannon has been put 
out of sight, but we learn that it ic still 
here, and is only kept in concealment 
to prevent the boys from using it on 
Christmas and Fourth of July occasions. 

In the town oof Lawrenceville we had 
pointed out the spot where Major Smith— 
Bill Arp—sold goods as a boy. It was 
told me that Bill Arp's father built the 
first brick house of the town and there 
young Bill clerked when he was not tall 
enough to reach the counter without 
standing on a box. The people all over 
Gwinnett county hold the memory of 
Bill Agp as a very precious thing. They 


think that he belonged to them and love 
him because of this to greater extent 
than anywhere else. I am glad of this, 
because I am fully impressed that Gwin- 
nett is a greater preserver of the old 
southern things and of suget and precious 
memories than many places that I know.

So Alleges Sullivan in Open- 
ing Democratic Campaign 
in.lowa... 


Denison, Iowa, September 12.—Jerry B. 
Sullivan, democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, opened his campaign here today. 
Governor Cummings was taken severely 
to task for not standing by his former 
attitude on the tariff question. Mr. Sul 
ivan said tn part: 

“The tariff policy of the United States 
is a selfish one. Its promoters are men 
who believe in upbuilding their own for- 
tunes. They arg not jooking after the 
interest of the farming and producing 
class, although nearly 70 per cent of the 
export trade of the United States is the 
product of agriculture. All tariff? laws 
should be enacted on a strictly revenue 
basis. Any other theory of levying tax- 
ation is contrary to the letter of the con- 
stitution and to the spirit of free institu- 
tions. Congress is and ought to be with- 
out power to tax you for my benefit. The 
tariff aids in creating monopolies, and 1s 
the basis of all trusts. The trouble is 
and has been that our people have not 
vet given to the tTust question the Se- 
rious attention it deserves. The inevi- 
table consequence of combinations is the 
elimination of competition. 

“The republicans say that the money 
question is settled and wish to keep from 
your minds al) reference to it. It may 
and it may not be settled, depending upon 


the point of view from which you look 


at it. The democracy ever hag been 
and ever will be in favor of a stable and 
sound currency. It is as much opposed to 
a trust in money as it is to a trust in 
the product of labor.

Do you fully appre- 
ciate that system of statesmanship which 
wishes to engraft on the law of our coun- 
try a statute permitting a ten dollar bill 
to be based upon the assets of some de- 
funct bank and is unwilling to have the 
ten dollar bill based upon the silvér bul- 
lion of our country? Which asset would 
vou prefer? That of the bank in the 
hands of a receiver or silver bullion in the 
vaults of the United States? Such is the 
intention of the Fowler bill. The Aldrich 
bill is along the same line but a step in 
ndvance. The republicans say they point 
with pride to the course they have pur- 
sued in the Philipine islands. The pride 
they may feel its not the pride I wish. 
I do not believe an American army should 
be stationed anywhere for subjugation of 
a free people, not even in our own lands. 
The people in the Philippine islands are 
able to govern themselves.”’

- SAVED BY CLAY 


Georgia Senator Does Some 


Effective Work at Washington, 


Secures Promise from Bristow That 
None of the Rural Routes Al- 
ready Established Will Be 
Interfered With — Capt. 
Pearce Coming Home. 


Washington, September !2.—(@pecial.)— 
Senator Clay paid a flying visit to Wash- 
ington today to consult the postmaster 
general relative to the feeling of alarm 
prevailing all through the south, owing 
to the threatened curtailment of the ru- 
ral free delivery service. In the absence 
of Postmaster General] Payne, the senator 
had a long conversation with Acting 
Postmaster Genera] Bristow. 

Senator Clay stated that the feeling 
existg all through the southern etates 
that the rural] free delivery routes, al- 
ready established, which do not have 100 
Or more patrons, are to be abolished. He 
explained how convenient and satisfac- 
tory the present service is, and, as a 
member of the postoffice committee, he 
desired to enter his solémn protest against 
such a proceeding. Senator Clay stated 
that he was entirely familiar with the 
spirit and intent of the existing law rela- 
tive to the rural free delivery service, 
and it is not contemplated by the framers 
of that law that the service should be 
denied one locality and given to an- 
other, : 

Bristow Promises Clay. 

After going over the subject, Mr. Bris- 
tow gave the senator his personal and of- 
ficial assurance that the postoffice de- 
Partment would not interfere with any of 
the rural free delivery routes already 
established, even if such routes do not 
serve i100 patrons. The routes now in 
operation will be continued, all reports 
to the contrary notwithstanging. 

The information and assurance from 
Mr. Bristow was very gratifying to SYen- 
ator Clay and it will set at rest much 
unauthorized and wild speculation now 
prevalent relative to the abolishment of 
hundreds of small routes through the 
United States. 

Mr. Bristow added that in laying off 
new routes in the rural delivery service 
no ironclad rule has heen fixed by the 
department as to the number of patrons 
required te establish new routes, 

Senator Clay said he had hopes for 
the futureg routes, Dut his present mis- 
sion was to secure a definite ruling from 
the department relative t> the routes al- 
ready established. He said the state- 
ments of Mr. Bristow weuld relieve the 
anxiety among those persons who feared 
they were about “to be deprived of their 
present postal] facilities, 

Captain Pearce Coming Home. 

While here Senator Clay called at the 
war department to request that Captain 
Pearce, of the artillery branch of the ser- 
vice, now stationed at Honolulu, be fre- 
Heved and ordered back to the United 
States: Sufficient reasons for the re- 
quest were forthcoming, and before Sen- 
ator Clay left the war department orders 
were issued transferring Captain Pearce 
from Honolulu to duty at Fort MoaPher- 
son. This will be pleasing news to the 
many friends of Captain Pearce in Geor-- 
gia and especiully in Atlanta, at whose 
instanee the request for transfer was 
made. Captain Pearce was appointed a 
cadet at West Point by former Repre- 
sentative Tom Watson. He graduated 
seven years ago and has an excellent 
military record, 


McLaurin Out for Hearst. 


Jackson,- Miss., September 1!2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—United States Senator A. J. Mc- 
Laurin, of Mississippi, has declared 
favor of the nomination of Hon. W. R. 
Hearst as the democratic candidate for 
president next year. 

“I believe he is a good man for the 
place and that he would make a splendid 
race if his name was placed before the 
people,”’ says Senator McLaurin. | 

Regarding the party platform next year 
Senator McLaurin stated that it will un- 
questionably need much revision. He be# 
lieves that the race question in its na- 
tional form will be an issue of the 
campaign and that the democratic plat- 
form should contain a strong plank on 
this subject. 


No Trace of Yellow Fever. 


Jackson, Miss., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Yesterday was the anniversary of 
the appearance of two yellow fever epi- 
demics in Mississippi, the disease having 
consecutively appeared in 1897 and 1898 
on the tOth of September. Reports at the 
state board of health office show that 
there is not the slightest suspicion of yel- 
low fever infection at any place in the 
state, and since the island of Cuba has 
been placed in a thoroughly sanitary 
condition absolute confidence is felt that 
the disease will not appear in Mississippi 
or any of the Mexican gulf states.

OATING is one of the principal 
means of livelihood of the 
Hilipino laboring classes. In 
all the Philippines there 1s 

only 100 miles of railway; almost all 
the transportation of products trom 
the interior is carried on by means of 
rafts, cascoes, boats or small steamers. 
The country has been especially bless- 
ed with numerous navigable rivers, and 
on them the tobacco, hemp, indigo 
and fruits raised in the interior are 
brought down to the seaports, whence 
they are shipped on sailing cratt and 
steamers to toreign countries. 

The convenience of river naviga- 
tion accounts for the backwardness 
of the people in constructing good 
roads. Wagons, such as Americans 
have, are entirely unknown there, the 
merchandise being transported from 
the plantations to the nearest river 
landings, never very distant, in old- 


fashioned carretones—neavy§ carts 
with wheels ot solid wood. 

These conditions have developed 
river life a great deal in the Philip- 
pines. Many families live the year 
around aboard their cascoes—big crait 
similar to canal boats. They are tow- 


ed up the rivers by steam launches, | 


or pulled by huge sweeps, and, where 
the banks permit, by carabaos—native 
oxen. Those parts of the river too 
shallow for cascoes are navigated by 
dugouts, in which the products from 
the mountain regions are transported 
to the low lands, the highest points 
the cascoes reach. There the goods 
are transferred, one cascoe holding 
the contents of several hundred boats. 

Another feature of Filipino river 
life is the ferries. At every road cross- 
ing a river has its colony of ferrymen, 
and passengers are usually taken 
across in small dugouts with outrig-

HE lot of the Filipino children 
of the last ten years has not 
been a happy one. Few of 
them. have not been forced 


to witness almost daily scenes of 
bloodshed and outrage. Schools have 
ibeen woefully neglected unttl lately; 
jstill, few Filipino children over eight 
‘cannot read and write a little. Their 
brightness has often been commented 
upon by those who have been teach- 
ers in Luzon. 

In the days of the Spaniards the 
public schools were a farce. Spanish 
teachers were appointed and received 
a fair salary for instructing the native 
boys and girls, but, as a matter of 
fact, they never taught. 

The Spaniard who had received an 
appointment as a teacher would hire 


a native assistant and send him to fill 


‘his place, while he himself would 


spend his time in Manila or some 


other large town, engaged in trade in 
a lazy sort of way. Once a month he 
might visit the school and spend half 
an hour there in solemnly asking the 
children who Moses was, or why 
Spain was the greatest country on 
earth. Then he would go away and 
not return for another month. 

The schools were usually kept 1n 
small grassthatched houses, built at 
the cost of the municipality. There 
was no system. Each native substi- 
tute taught as he saw fit and as little 
as he chose. The children were 
grouped around him in a semi-circle, 
and to each one he assigned a lesson 
to learn by memory. Each pupil then 
repeated his lesson aloud, which, of 
course, caused a deafening uproar, 
but the teacher would only lean back 
in his cane chair and calmly smoke a 
cigar. Thus they learned to repeat 
whole chapters from Bible history, 
geography and Spanish history.

In the Philippines the natives do 
their own washing in a way peculiar 
to the country. Once a week the 
women gather at the riversides with 
the week’s wash, and while they 
pound the clothes with a flat wooden 
club on a stone, they discuss every 
question of the day, from politics to 
village gossip.

‘There is no such newspaper in 
America now, but Paris has one, and 
there is talk about a similar enter- 
prise in London. 

“All the news of all the world of,in- 
terest to women is within its scope,” 
says one of the women who expects to 
belong to its staff. 

“The women reporters, who have 
been chosen from the staffs of New 
York’s big dailies, will ‘cover’ the 
same assignments as theif male rivals 
on the ordinary papers, and the wo- 
men hope to ‘scoop’ the men often. 
Fires, murders, suicides, police court 
cases, railway wrecks, all will be re- 

rted by women. 
eT he Pant journal will be a 1-cent 
morning paper of ten pages or more,”

“This paper will not be the organ of 
any one class of women. Its keynote 
is catholicity. Its appeal is to the 
world of women, and it will deal 
with all their inferests. News, as such, 
will rank first in importance and be 
handled in the customary way. Like 
other morning dailies, its night hours 
will be ‘strenuous.’ ”’ 

There is no definite statement as to 
whether sporting news will be re- 
ported or not, but doubtless yachting, 
tennis, golf and the like will receive 
due attention. But how about prize 
fights? If the reporting of such events 
is to be added to the “doing” of “fires, 
murders, suicides, police court cases 
and railway wrecks,” then doubtless 
the “night hours” of some of the fair 
reporters on the new journal will 
be exceedingly strenuous. Down 
to the present time women have 
never been allowed to witness prize 
fights at all, but this ruling will have 
to be rescinded if the paper is to come 
out with its full complement of news.

For 
then they must prepare for the enter- 
tainment of the public when cool 
autumn days send them back to town. 
Summer is the only time available 

yr this task; the rest of the year is 
‘aken up in appearing in doublet and 
nose before the footlights. 

So it comes about that New York, 
's the theatrical headquarters of 
\merica—the spot from which nearly 
Il of the traveling companies of 
layer folk diverge—is filled to over- 
lowing every summer with actors 
usily engaged in rehearsing their 
arts for the coming productions. 

During the latter part of July, all 
August and the first week or two 
September this year every theatre 
nd every hall in New York was oc- 
‘upied all day long by companies re- 
hearsing their new plays. Even now 
many companies, whose initial per- 
formances are scheduled for later in 
the month, are still rehearsing hours 
every day, and working harder than 
ever they will when they finally offer 
‘heir productions to the judgment of 
the capricious public “iid the critics. 

According to one of the leading 
theatrical managers of the metropolis 
at least 7,000 actors, making up 500 
-ompanies, have been rehearsed this 
season in the western world’s his- 
trionic center. 

“These figures,’ he said, “are ex- 
clusive of concert and other com- 
nanies of a similar nature; and hun- 
dreds of such organizations have been 
drilled here. In fact, it has been the 
hardest kind of work for all of us to 
secure suitable quarters for our re- 
hearsals, so much in demand was any 
-90m ever so slightly fitted for this 
ourpose. But, happily, the hardest 
»art of our year’s work is now almost 
ver, and we'll have a chance to rest 
up a ‘bit before next rehearsal season.” 

That’s the way the actor also feels 
about rehearsals. To him it is the 
hardest, as well as the hottest, work 
hegaas to do the year through. But 
a gong all the disagreeable features 
f rehearsals—and they are by no 
means few—there is one thing that 
-tands out in bright relief. The player 
who knows how to relish other peo- 
»le’s foibles and is capable of recog- 
nizing unconscious humor when he 
hears it, can make this task much 
easier for himself by ote: heed to 
the actions and words of his fellow 
sufferers in the dim, disheveled thea- 
tre, with its stage minus all the gor- 
reous trappings that the public sees.

When used 
as bath-robes they are without lining 
or trimmings of any kind, except the 
worsted cord and tassel. On the other 
hand, when destined to see service as 
peignoirs, they lend themselves with 
much elegance to many charming va- 
riations of style and texture. They are 
even permissible at the breakfast 
table, and as a comfortable and pretty 
wrap for an invalid or convalescent 
they cannot be rivalled. 


An Exquisite Peignoir. 


A “shut in,” an elderly woman, re- 
ceived her friends not long ago, on 
the occasion of her birthday, in an 
eiderdown peignoir of an exquisite 
lavender tint, most charmingly decor- 
ated with a large border of Honiton 
braid. The flaring bell sleeves were 
also trimmed in Honiton loops, and a 
richly carved pearl button fastened 
the collarless neck. The peignoir was 
lined through with soft cream silk, 
and was-most cxquisitely finished at 
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the waist by a cream silk girdle. 

The same “shut in” had in her ward- 
robe another pretty “loungmg robe,” 
as she called it, of pale pink, ripple 
eiderdown, with appliques of white 
satin on a stole-shaped front, as well 
as on the open neck and full sleeves. 
It was finished by a handsome silk 
cord and tassel, and an under-piping 
of pastel pink velveteen. 


The Indispensable Kimona. 


The kimona is a lounging gown that 
for actual utilitarian purposes cannot 
be surpassed. It adapts itself to any 
variety of decorations, both Eastern 
and Western. Although, © strictly 
speaking, it is an Oriental creation, 
and most beautiful in its native crepes 
and silks, with gorgeously trapped 
borders, it can be constructed with 
almost equal satisfaction, as to com- 
fort, of any material, from the sim- 
plest chintz to the most costly chif- 
fons and satins. Since its importa- 
tion from the-land of the rising sun, 
its nartiw dimensions have been im- 
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proved upon by a sort of Watteau 
effect, brought about by tucks and 
shirrings; or it 1s made with an em- 
pire yoke, which allows some fullness 
in both front and back. 

A kimona is distinguished from a 
Japanese wrapper by a silk sash bound 
under the arms, while the Chinese 
wrapper differs from the Japanese by 
having a center front seam, and be- 
ing fastened at the right side under a 
wide band of embroidery. , 

The term “peignoir’ admits of a 
certain elasticity of interpretation. It 
may be an informal house dress, or 
it may suggest the lace matinee, or 
even the elaborate tea gown, in which 
friends can be received and afternoon 
tea served. 


The Etiquette of Negligees. 


There is, and there should be, a 
distinction between the peignoir or 
matinee and the tea gown. The former 
admits of the low negligee neck and 
loose sleeves. The latter should show 
a certain elaborate elegance and care 


in the finish of the neck and sleeves. 
A matinee or peignoir is never worn 
after noonday or at luncheon. A tea 
gown is not donned before 4 o'clock. 
Between luncheon and the hour for 
serving tea a woman who aspires to 
cotrect gowning wears a house dress. 


A Parisian Matinee, 


I had an opportunity of carefully 
examining an exquisite Parisian-made 
peignoir or matinee. It was con- 
structed of sapphire blue India silk 
with all-over insertions of point de 
Milan, the skirt being finished by an 
edging of the same lace. The skirt 
was accordion pleated, or “sun-rayed,” 
as it is called nowadays, and fastened 
to a yoke covered with a capelline of 
tucked silk and-lace, closed by a 
graceful pendant of lace. The elbow 
sleeves were finished at the elbow by 
a knot of ribbon and a deeply-pointed 
pleated ruffle. A streamer of ribbon 
fell from the neck, decorating the
